Organized for Buying 

With the adoption of by-laws Mon- 
day evening at the home of Miss Ellen 
Brinton, 127 Merion avenue, the "Nar- 
berth Co-operative Club" became a 
reality. 

Plans for purchasing by the club 
on Rochdale principles will proceed as 
rapidly as practical. These principles 
are: (1) Open membership, with each 
member having one vote and no vot- 
ing by proxy.
